Since the beginning of the war forced upon Germany by England's 
and France's declaration of war the Reich has always cleerly and 
without ambiguity expressed her desire to limit the military conflict 
between the warfering netions to themselves and to keep the Balkan 
Peninsula from within reach of the wer. She has just as clearly 
repeated that with all the might at her disposal, she would immediately 


appose every British attempt to carry the war to other countries.

As we know today Greece did actually depert from her neutral 
attitude at the outbreak of the wer in September 1959, and at first 
secretly, later elways more openly sidedwith German's enemies, 
particularly with England. he fact that in april 1939 Greece accepted 
the political guarantee of the Western powers proves how much Greek 
policy wes already influenced before the outbreak of war by pro—English 
synunphethies prevailing im Greek government circles. She must nave 
been aware efter well know experiences with English guarantees that 
she would thereby be forced to make her country dependent on England 
and would have to be entangled in the prepared English plans, for 
encircling Germany. The first signs of this tendency became apparent 
when after the outbreak of wer in October 1939 the Greek Government 
would not consider a renewal of the friendship-pact witha Italy which 
had expired in that year. At the same time documents came into the 
possession of tho Reich Cabinet according to which the Greek Governuent, 
installed at that tine with British assistance, since the beginning of 
her regime hed already extensively obligated herself to English policy. 


If however in this connection there should still prevail even the

The German Feroign Office is in pessession of extonsive proof that 
larse—scale inflammatory and revolutionary vrovacanda of a strongly anti- 
German nature is being conducted in third countries by Moscow. Tho old 
idea of world rovolution is boing unaltorahly »ursuod. But Gormany, even 
after the conclusion cf tho Gormsen--Soviot treaty of friondshin, is 
being Placed on the seme level as Sn=land and France, and evon more 
than this is considered a capitali stio state which must be destroyed e 


In this connection tho treaties with Gormany serve merely as a tactical 


instrument to exploit favorable political conditicns. 


Those tendencies aro universally manifested in the propacanda 
conducted by Sovict Russia in all countries. They are definod with 
pecial clarity in the "Directives for the Intermal Orzanizational and 
Ideological Carpaicn of the Communist Party of SLevakia", issuod in 
October 1939. These directives are tied up with & saying by Lenin that 
pacts may be concluded even with individual capitalistic countries, if 
thoy serve the interests of the Soviet Union and create tho possibility 
of neutralizing the enemy. The directives further state that tactical 
cooperation with Germeny is wholly in kee xing with this saying of 
LENIN, The aim of Siviet policy: is koynotod by the following words’ 

The Soviet Union and her Red Army, can hold itself in readness, without 
suffering any lossos, to attack the weakened onemy at a suitable moment 


and a suitable place." 
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The same reasonine is rovcated in leaflets which havo been 
distrituted in the most widely different countries of Burone. Thus a 
leaflet printed in Switzerland doserih*es curront Soviet policy with 
another saying of LENIN; "As secon as we have attainod sufficient strength 
to prostrato Capitslis: as a whole, we shall immediately attack it." 

Tho newspa^ors and magazines published in Moscow also repeat 
the watchword of world Revolution asain and azain, for the benefit of 


the Communists of all countries. An editorial of the magazine "Internationnij 


Majak" is, for oxerplo, significant (Ir.l, 1941). Under the headline 


strides forward towards Communism ^»revely and deterzinedly under the 
leadership of the great ecntinuor of LEAWIM!8 work, Comrade STALIN. The 
internaticnal proletariat, the oppressed and impoverished masses of the 
entire world repeat the prophetic words of LENIN with firm hope: "Even if 
the bourzeoisic continuos to rage for the time being, even if they still 
murder thousands of workers, victory is ours, the victory of the Commnist 
World Revelution is assured.™ And furthermore: "Under this fighting 
revolutionary flac, the fla: cf the Communist International, the proletarians 
and workers cf the entire world are unitine for the last and decisive blow 
azainst Capitalism, for the victory cf the Socialist revolution, for 
Communism.” (Nr.4, 1941). 

Along the samo lines the leading personalities of tho Soviet 
Union emphasize, over end over, the internaticnal mission of tho Soviet 
Union. WhOTOV-, for example, stated in an address delivered in December

This -onoral train of ideas, propagated all ovor Europo, of 
continuous work for tho werld revolution combined with internal Soviet 
military prevarations, is increasingly aimed at Germany because of the 
impression creatod by the military success of the Axis powers, and it is 
supplemented in the varicus countries by tangible asitaticon cf ever- 
increasing intensity against the Reich. All the difficultics experienced 
by tho different Eurcpean nations in the field of domestic or foreign 
policy must supply arguments for this inflammatory campaign. In Rumania

Thus the Russian propegande has ettemped to utilize in all 
countries of Europe the difficulties and changes which war brought 
with itself for its world revolutionary ectivitios. Everywhere, 
this revolutionary secitetion hes been conbinod with an instigation, 
increasing from month to month, against the Reich end its attomts 
to create a new stable order in EBurcpe. 

II 

The other means of political esitation which the Soviet Union used 
in the countries nentioned, are in complete egroonemt with the above 
described undereround propecenda. Thus Moscow hes tried sein and again 
to disturb the mediating role in the settlonont of the torritorisl 
differences between Runenia, EFunzery,; and Bulesris and to prevent the 
entry of the Baken states into the Three Fower ect. The Gerry n- 
Italian guarantee for the new Rumanian borders wes Lelsified by the 
Communist agitation as an anti-Russian measure of att ck. 

Moscow has worked with special emphrsis against the entry of 
BULGARIA into the Three rower Pact. A special deler=te cf the Soviet 
Union wes sent to Kine Boris at the end of Novenber 1940 in order 
tocabotese the rapprochemertt of Bulearin to the axis powers. And at 
the aE gr OO Bultaria into the Soviet sphere ^f influence by the 
offer of a suarantee pct. Tho “uss4ens tried to support this nission 
by the mobilization of the balgeriaz Communists which were to bring 
into the open forzed ness petitions to tho zovernrient. When several 
nonths later, Bulgaria save their consent to the entry of Gernan 
troops, the Soviet sovernnent, althcuch it wes informed in the Dninutest 
details by the Reich Cabinet (Reicheregicrunc) about the reasons and 
ains of ths Gernen neasures, made itself exectiy a tocl of British pro~ 
pesanda by stating in a deliberetely hostile public announcement that 
the Bulearian attitude would lead to the entanrlenment of this country 
in the wer — an assertion which has been disproved sufficiently since 


then by fects. 
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In RUMANIA, the Russians attempts pursued since autun 1940 tho 
ein to increase the inner politié-l difficulties of the new regine 
in every manner ari to prepare the civil wer by the insticstion 
of unrest. Alro»dy in Novenber 1940, Cormunists and paid sonis 
were smuezled into the Legionnatire ilovonent, who atteripted to uti- 
lize the inner Rumanian differences for tho shedy purposes of Moscow. 
Tho climax of the Communist ection, which hed snnounced itself alre- 
edy in Novenber 1940 in locel .utsch plans, especislly in tho oil 
ereas, Was the uprising atterpt cf the extremist Legionnaires on 

25 and 2^ January 1941 which, 2s has been established without doubt, 
wes called to life mstly by Bolshevist agents and local Communist 
leaders, After the failure of the putsch, seversl leaders of the 
uprising fled to the Soviet Embassy in order to escepe arrest. The 
German envoy in Bucharest reported the following on 11 February 
1941 in a summery about the backereund of the putsch attempt: 

"The overthrow is plenned by Russian elenents; who thus wanted 

to construct connections to Bulgaria via Rumania, es well as by 
agents of the Segret Service. Both have recognized the situation 
immediately and put it to their use. Whoever knows their mothods 
is completely clear in his mind that they had their hand in it. 
rlan: Create confusion at any price in order to bring unrest to 
Rumania as econonic and c^ncentretion ares for Gerneny," 

"The Russian intricuos in the attitude cf Mcscow toward 
YUGOSLAVIA show themselves with equel clarity. Romearks of the Hussiar 
Foreicn Connissar WOLOTOV which the letter made in May 19-20 to 
the Yugoslavian Celegate GEORGTEVITS SH and which prove conclusively 
that MOLOTOV attempted from the berinning in the talks with 
Yugolavia to show himself as standing avainust Gerneny while he 
spoke sbout France and England in remarks "which showed no ill 
will", have become known to the Reich Cabinet (Roichsrociocrunz) 
from French docunents found, Duzine that, as is reported by Georzie- 
vitsch, Molotov has openly insinuated the possibility thet Russia 
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would resist any advance by Italy an German in the Danube area, In 


adcition, the Soviet sovernnent has incited Yugoslavia on this occasion 
to increased rearnanent and informed them that it is ready to support 
this rearnenent by supplying arns on credit. 

Georgevitsch hes gained the impression in Moscow that one soos 
Germeny there as the eneny of tomorrow. "Already now, Gerneny is the 
nighty enemy ageinst whon one prepares in Moscow." Tho Yuzoslevisn đe- 
legate also believes he cen say that one ettemts in “ussie "to slow down 
and not to facilitate the deliverics promised to Germany by eny means." 
The Russian attitude is appraised simnilaty by nilitery euthorities in 
Beleredo. In a note of 24 June 19 O found in the files of the Yusoslavian 
Generel Staff, it is said thet "the foreign policy of the USSR is corm 
pletely independent from Gernen;;, end thet therefore even for Germany, 


surprises ere not irmossible." 
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The basic attitude of Russia is expressed. especially clearly in the question 
of Russian deliveries of arsn to Serbia about which the files of the Ser- 
bian Ministry for War which were uncovered in Belgrade, testify: 

In accordance with the suggestion the Soviet Union, the Serbian Am- 
bassador in Moscow hands a list of war material requested by Serbia, to the 
Assistent Foreign Commissar VYCHINSKY on 14 Yovenber 1940. Already one week 
later, on 21 November, the Serbian Military áMiuoho was givon the following 
reply by the Chief of the Russian Generel Staff: "We aro giving all requested 
items, and iunedietely at that", The Russian conciliatory attitude went even 
further: Even more material could be delivered; furthermore Yugoslavia could 
fix the prices end the rate of exchange herself. The Yugoslav Military Attachb 
wes able to reporter that on the pert of Russia "the readiness for an exten— 
sive war supply existed". Tho one condition the Russians demanded, was ab- 
soluto discretion; it was especially to be prevented that Germany, Bulgeria, 
or Rumania obtained knowledge of the deliveries. On the part of the Yugoslav 
Military attache in Moscow, the wish has been repeatedly expressed, that 
these nezotiations should be channeled exclusively through military authorities 
since indescretions might be expected otherwise. The focrs of the ni itary 
authorities pointed above all to the fact, that the axis powers might obtain 
knowledge of the planned purcheses. Fron this, it can be seen, that the Yugos- 
lav military circles understood the armament suggested by Russis to be a moa- 
sure directed against the Axis. The insistance of the Russians on a speedy con- 
clusion of the negotiations further found its expression in the fact, that 
already on the following day — 22 Wovenber — the Russian General Staff re— 
quested, that it be given detailed statistics about the type of the requested 
weapons, by the next day. In this respect; the Russians emphasized that it 
wonld be in the interest of the Yugesiave to suba:t aa imuedtate reply.' Any 
delay is very dangerous". In accordance with this the Yugoslavs submitted the 
requested detailed statistics on 23 November. However, in the following weeks 
the negotiations were delayed by the Russians. at first technical reasons were 
given, but later on also political arguments were publicly expressed. Apparent- 
ly the weapons deal is to be use? as a means of pressure against the approach» 
ient of tho ZWETKOYTTSOH government to the powers, which was beginning at that 
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time. after seversl wesks hed pessed with ettempte to remove the toohmápal 
difficultios advanced by Russia, the Yugoslev Military Attache in Moscow 
Literally reports the following om 4 February 1940: "I have been informed 
by the Sovict Russian Ministry of War on 4 February that negotiation about 
the delivery of the wer material nad been delayed as the result of the con- 
Clusion cf our treaty with Hungary and the Trade Pact with Germs ny. Thése 
treaties are interpreted as a enstrangenent form Russia. This, just like 
the onphesis that the price did not meke any difference shows, toot they are 
trying to exploit our request 2s = politicel gene." Apparently a conclusion 
of these negotiations hes not been reseed under the ZMPYPOVIVSSR covernuent, 

It.is well known thet tao Belgrede uprising sud the SIMOYITSCH go- 
vernnent were loudly welcomed by the Russien radio. There is no doubt thet 
tlhe rebels nad already been strenethened in tueir plens before the revolution 
by hopes of Russian seid. The expectations of the SIM@VITSCH group eppe:red to 
be fulfilling themselves, when tie Russo-fugoslev Friendship end Jon-ageree— 
sion Pact were signed in Moscow on 5 April 1941. In view of the total situ- 
ation of circuzistoncos, this treaty can only be considered as a direct provo- 
cation of Germany end as en encoursscuent of tho anti-Germen attitude of tne 
SIMOVITSCH government and, at the tine, it found its echo accordingly in the 
whole world press. Everywhere the inconpetibility of this treaty with tao 
Germen-Russian agreeuent is enphasized. It is considered as tue decisive 
turning point in Gornen-Soviot relat ions; even the possibility of an. ntry 
into the var of the Soviet Union e eeinsi Germany is discussed.

Since then, tlie re- 
letions between the Soviot Union and England have aros Closer and closer 
in the political as woll as the nilitary field, as "ru ROM fron the recently 
reccived infornation ebout the Journey of saubasssdor CRIPPS to LANDON. 

Finally, there is also document-ry proof that discussions between 
MOSCOW and WASHINGTON are underway with th ain of a closer political consec- 
tion between these two states. A Confidential Cizculer, wioich was addressed 
by the Soviat anbessedor in BUCHAREST .on 8 June to several diplomats who 
were politically close to niu, désignates such a Treaty triunphabtly as the 
éreatest military and economic power of the world.

Ths internationnl situation 
is recurded by officiel circles as fearfully prove end ns stand 
under the threet of en earned conflict. authorities nre of the 
opinion thet, if it should come to war between England and 
France on the one side and Germany ond Italy on the other, in 
which England and Frenea micht suffer a defenut, then the Ger- 
mans would become dangerous to the real inverests of the United 
Stites on the American Continent, For this reason, one can 
anticipnte from the outset the participation of the United 
States in the war on the side of France and Enrland, of course 
only a certain time after the outbreek of the conflict.

fhe foreign policy of the United States is at the 
moment occupying the attention not or aly at the governnent 
but at the sane time of the whole Anerien pub slic.

The consequence of these speeches is that an appeal 
is made for : ‘muauent, for tho uso of enormous suis for tho 
fleet and tho airforce} behind this is quite Clearly tho 
Lontol reservation that the United States in case of an 
arned conflict could not renain out of it, but would have 
to take an active part in the maneuvers, The result of the 
strong words of President Ro osevelt, whe Bi ondn n the 
Press, is today a Dee Ren ols infl uc rec on tho American public 
toward hatred Sf everything that smells of totalitarianism 
and Fascism, It is int. ius Pas in this connection, a re 
that the USSR is renaining out of the hatter and that tr 
Ancrican publie coun ‘ts Russia rather in the camp of the 
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denocratic states; this was also shown during the Spanish 
civil wir, when the so-called Loyalists were considered 
defenders of democratic ideas. 


The State Department is working without attracting 
much attention, although it is known that Secretary of 
State Hull subscribes to the same idens as President 
Roosevelt. He shows more restraint than the latter, howeve3 
and, moreover, he loves to separate Nazism and Chancellor 
Hitlor from the German state; he considers this forn of 
dictatorial governuent a transitory "alum necessariun". 
The State Department is much interested in the USSR and 
its internal conditions. Quite obviously it is ch^grined 
over its woakness and its decadence. The usin reason for 
the interest of the United States in the Russians is the 
situation in the Far East, for the government of this 
country would be glad to see the Red Arny victorious in th 
altercation with Japan. For that reas on the sympathies of i 
goverment are clearly on the side of China. The latter 
recently received considerable financial aid to the amount 
of 25 million dollsrs. 


All information from diplomatic representatives as we 
as the special messengers of the President in the form of 
adors of the United States are zealously worked on 

St"to Department and by the President hinself. The 
latter often recalls luis representatives abr xid to Washing 
for a personnal oxchange of opinions and to receive special 
infornotion and instructions. The arrival of the Ministers 
and Ambassadors is always wrapped in the cloak of secrecy, 
and too little seeps through to the press concerning the 
results of their visits. The State Department also 
poinstakingly avoids giving out any information on the 
progress of these conferences. This is certainly the most 
practical wey for the President to activate the foreign 
policy. He gives his representatives abroad, who are nostl 
his personnl fricnds, pers mal instructions, and in this 
way the United States is led onto the danzecrous path of wo 
politics with the express intention of deviating fron the 
confortable policy of isolation, Personally, the President 
soos in tho foroign policy of his country a means to 
satisfy his own ambition. He likes to listen attentively t 
the echo coming back to hin from the other world capitals, 


In foreign as well as in domestic policy, the Congres 
of the United States is the only object standing in the we 
of President Roosevelt and his government in carrying out 
their quick and ambitious decisions. The Constitution in t 
United States 150 years ago put the highest prerogatives i 

ho hands of the American parliament, which can criticize 
and reject laws emanating from the White House. 


Recently President Roosevelt's foreign policy was the 
subject of a lively debate in the lower house and in the 
Senate, where it called forth quite a bit of excitement. 
The so-called isolationists, of whom there are a great 
nuuber in both chambers, opposed the President strongly. 
The renar of the President, which was published in the 
press and in which he said that the borders of the United 
States were at the Rhine, especially excited the Represent 
atives and Senators very much. But President Roosevelt is 
an excellent political player, he realizes quite well the 
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power of the Ancrican parliament, in it he has people 
devoted to hin and he knows how to retreat from an uncon- 
fortable position at the proper moment. 


Cleverly and skilfully he bound up the question of 
foreign policy with American arnanent. He pointed out with 
emphosis the necessity of spending enormous suns in order 
to maintain defensive pence. Ho said expressly that tho 
United States was not arming in order to intervene or to 
unite with England and France in case of war, but because 
it was necessary, in case of an armed conflict in Eugepo, 
show strength a nd nilitary readiness. In his opinion this 
conflict is coming closer; it is completely unavoidable. 


Since the question was presented in this manner, it 
gave no occasion for objections on the part of the parliamen- 
tary houses. On the contrary, tho houses accepted the armane; 
progran of over one billion dollars (the ordinary budget 
520 million, the extraordinary ono 552 million dollars ). Und 
the cloak of armaizent policy, however, Presi dent Roosevelt 
continues to carry on his foreign policy, which unofficially 
shows the world that in case of war the United States with 
all its military and financial power would be on the side 
of the democratic states. 


In summery, one can say that the technical and moral 
by ete tion of the & ord san people for participation in a wa 
in case ono should bresk out in Europe - is proceeding rapid 
and it looks as if om the very beginning the United States 
would cone to the aid of France and Great Britain with all 
its power. I, however, know the asierican public and the 
Ministers and Senators who have tho decisive word, and I an 
of the opinion that the probability of anerica's entry into 
tho war as in 1917 is not great, for most of the states in
